To Take Price Ceiling Off Wide Variety of Goods 


Major Decontrol Step Planned | by Ciiceciiuiaiia 


OTTAWA, April 1, (CP)— Another major 
step \will be announced soon in the government's 
policy of orderly decontrol, releasing from 
price ceilings a wide range of everyday items 
in the lives of Canadians from household goods | 
to bicycles and used automobiles. 


This information came from an in- 
formed source shortly after Justice Minis- } 
ter lisley tabled in the Commons an order- 
in-council replacing a “large number” of 
orders passed under provisions of the 
Transitional Emergency Powers Act. 


Although the minister did not indicate 
what the orders covered, it was learned that an | 
announcement could be expected soon—prob- 


ably this week—taking price ceilings off such 
things as household goods, frigidaires, ranges, 
bicycles and used automobiles. It was recalled 
that lifting of used car ceilings had previously 
been predicted with production
